Candidates for the office of 
Associated Student Body Presi- 
dent, Bert Cottle and Tom Gar- 
rett, will debate the issues in- 
volved in the election, today at 
noon in the student lounge. 

Members of the Santa Ana 
College Senate unanimously ap- 
proved Senate Bill 79, calling 
for the debate, at their Tuesday 
meeting. The bill, introduced by 
Senator Harriet Kahne, also set 
up a debate between vice-presi- 
dent candidates yesterday. 

BALLOT MEASURES 

At the meeting, the Senators 
also approved the placing of two 
constitutional! amendments, a re- 
vision of the AWS constitution 
and the yearbook abolishment 
question on next Wednesday’s 
general election ballot. 

The AWS constitutional revis- 
ion and the yearbook question 
were brought before the legisla- 
tive body by Senator Mike Mar- 
tellotti. The two ASSAC Consti- 
tution changes were presented 
by Dennis Weaver, chairman of 
the Constitutional Investigation 
Committee. (For further election 
details see story this page.) 

NEW BILLS 

In other Senate business, Bill 
77 was sent to the Rules Com- 
mittee. The legislation, introduc- 
ed by Senator Tom Garrett, 
would increase the amount of 
fines for traffic violations on 
campus. 

Senator Jim Bailey presented a 
resolution which will allow the 
Sophomore Class to hold a “Bum 
Week,” May 17-21. This Bill was 
also sent to the Rules Committee. 

An amendment defining the 
qualifications for the 21 senators 
was defeated, and a substitute 

amendment, introduced by Sena- 


tor Kahne, and designed to re- 
duce the number of senate seats 
to 15, was put off until next 
week. If it passes the senate it 
will go on the ballot Wednesday.
